Tho discovery has boon made that 
the election law passed by tho last 
North Carolina Legislature repeals all 
the city and town election laws enact- 
ed sitice 1883 and provides iio substi- 
tutes. In cities which this new law 
may affect, and whose charters may 
not have bee a amended by tho late 
Legislature, there will be no city gov- 
ernment unless there is a provision of 
law for the presout municipal author- 
ties to hold over. 

A suit to secure another decision 
upon the constitutionality of the 
come tax law has been commencec 
the Circuit Court at Now York. The 
suit is against the Illinois Central 
Railway Company, the plaintiff being 
a stockholder, and the complaint is 
similar to that made in the suit just 
decided by the Supremo Court. The 
object of the opponents of the law is 
to bring it before the court with a full 
bench.it being expected that before 
the case is reached Justice Jackson 
■will be able to resuue his duties. 



Monthly Crop Report. 

The outlook for the farmer at the 
beginning ol last winter was not very 
encouraging— the long drought had. 
In many places, ruined his prospect 
for a crop, and the continued dry 
weather made it almost impossible ui 
til very late to sow his small, grain for 
another year, consequently, tho plant 
was wery small and tender to eno 
ter a long and hard winter. They 
were most all overstocked with all 
kinds of farm stock, and it wa 
questionable matter with thera, on 
count of the low price, as to whother 
they would buy feed for them or al- 
low them to rough it the best they 
could— on account of which a great 
many correspondents writo that there 
have been some horses and cattle 
a great many sheep have died, 
tho propects for all kiuds Of stock and 
farm products aro brightening, and 
tho farmers are fooling better. The 
crop of small grain has come through 
the winter much better than was ex- 
pected; tho demand has increased, 
prices havo advanced and the indica- 
tions are that the price will be better 
this harvest than last. Cattle, hogs 
and sheep are all in demand, and al 
remunerative prices . As to the pres- 
ent cotidition of wheal, nearly all cor- 
respondents write the plant is small 
but looks thrifty, and is beginning 
show up pretty well. There is eoi 
difference of opinion as to whether 
the snow was advantageous to 
wheat — usually wheat will make some 
growth under snow, but the weather 
was so intensely cold that the ground 
froze under the euow, which stopped 
the growth and caused some-wheat to 
periah ; but it is reasonable to suppose 
that a larger portion would have died 
had it not been covered with snow. 
The condition is 90 por cent. 

RYE . 

The correspondents report rye has 
suffered wont than wheat, which is 
not unusually the case, as it is consid- 
ered a heartiercrop. There was more 
sown than usual last year, and I sup- 
pose was pastured more than wheat. 
The condition is 83 per cent. 

OATS 

Have all been sown and in flue con- 
dition. The weather has been favor- 
ablo and the ground worked well. 
The acreage, as compared with 1894, 
is 97 per cent. 

HARI.EY 

Looks unusually well in some places. 
Very few counties report it. Condi- 
tion as to a full crop is 89 por cent. 
BOO*. 

Only a few counties report an avor-

The interest In sheep lias been very 
much neglected for several years; 
much so, that tho number has been 
greatly reduced. And as to the com- 
parative number of iambs, nearly all 
correspondents complain of the groat 
ios-i from the cold weather and from 
tho ewes not having anything but 
dry food. 

Tho gross report shows a deciease 
in the number of sheep since last year 
of 2,755,953 head. The comparative 
number of Umbt In market is placed 
t 73 per cent. 

CATTLE. 

The farmers who fed cattlo last 
winter have all done well. Quito 
number of sales have mado at prices 
ranging from 4| to 5£ cents pet- 
pound. I inquired of the correspond- 
ents as to tho comparative number Ol 
two-yoar-old cattle for grass thlf 
spring. The per cent, is placed at 
99. The gross report shows the de- 
crease in cattle since last year to be 
2,243,952 head.

There are reports from nearly every 
part of the State of some disease 
among horsos, and in many counties 
have not wintered well. More than 
an unusual number have died— pneu- 
monia, distemper and pink eye being 
the principal diseases. The gross re- 
port shows a decrease in number from 
1893 to 1894, to be 122,693 head, and 
from 1894 to 1895, 187,825 head. 

MULES. 

There is shown to be a slight de- 
crease in the number of mules and a 
large decrease in the average prico.
